The Chameleon. 



Of all the various species of rep- 
tiles that aro kept as pots, the cha- 
meleon is probably the moat inter- 
esting — «>ertainly the most biwirro 
in appearance. Unfortunately, they 
are very susceptible to cold, and 
thoiefore difficult to keep through 
the ever-varying climitic condititms 
of a northern winter. Neverthe- 
less, so quaint, interetting and am- 
using a pot is the ohainoleou, that it 
will well repay one for all (he 
trouble or care lavished upon It. 
Certainly the most successful mo- 
thoil of keeping cbameloons wtiuld 
lie to lot thorn have the run of a 
small conservatory, k»pt at an even 
temperature of a^jout G5 W 70 d«> 
grees Fahrenheit, ami in which 
there were a few dtRarf trees for 
thoiu to climb aliout. A cheap 
and successful method, where a 
conservatory Is out of tlie question, 
is to have a wooden cage, with a 
glass front and sides, ulil a shallow 
water tank floor. The water in the 
tank can quite otiailj- le kept at an 
»>vou temperature by means of a 
spirit lamp placed beneath it. In 
such cagt»s tho author 'las kept cha- 
meleons and l)oa constrictors most 
successfully, and at t very small 
cost. Once the desiretl temperature 
is indicatod on the thermometer, 
tho flame of the spirit iainp can bo 
reduced to a very small size, and 
the o,os( of spirit consumed will only 
amount to a few cents per week. 

What a quaint, aiehaic appear- 
ance the (diameleou pr(>sents, more 
like the creation of soute monkish 
sculpture, a stone "devil of Notre 
Oanie" come to life or some survivor 
fiiun a past gen" " ijjo. Tho 

loos, in their arrai of three 

on one side, tiud two uu the other of 



each hand- and foot, are singularly 
suggestive of a bird, as is also tho 
manner in which they grasp the 
bough on which the chameleon in 
resting or climbing. Tlie con- 
stantly changing facial expressions 
are very quaint ami laughalde. 
There is always a look of saidonic 
humor lurking round the lines of 
the moutli, and it is greatly Increas- 
ed by the weird effects produced l)y 
the independently moving eyes; in 
deed, the little reptile is a champion 
squinter. Anatomically, there are 
at least two most interesting points 
about the chameleon. First, il is 
unique among limbed reptiles as a 
possessor of a prehohsile tail; ami, 
second, for tlie peculiar blind out- 
growths of the lungs, which, spiead 
ing througli the bwly, literally 
enable the animal to "swell visibly." 

Generally spoakimr, the liody of 
the chameleon presents a very lean 
and emaciated appearance, and can, 
l)y the contraction of tho muscles 
lying between tho ribs, become still 
more attenuated. Tliis contraction 
generally takes place on the chame- 
leon observing the approach of a 
foe jtnd is accompanied by a change 
of color to a tint closely resembling 
that of its surrounding, making it 
parctically impossible to detect the 
whereabouts of the reptile. For its 
size, the chameleon has a very hot 
and ungovernable temper, and if 
disturbed and provoked will swell 
out its body, hiss, make violent 
snaps with its jaw, and change 
from one color to another with great 
rapidity. By this sudden, ami 
extraordinary display of wrath. It 
very easily startles and puts to 
flight its smaller unwelcome visitors. 

To watch II oluimeleon feeding is 
really a wonderful and most interest- 
ing sight. The chameleon, resting 
absolutely motionless on a bough, ex- 
cept for the independent rolling of its 
eyes, watches until an insect comes 
within tho length of its body and 
tail, then suddenly the long, fleshy, 
cylindrical tongue, with its cm ions 
lobetl, cnpshaped end, is shot out, 
and tho victim is stuck fast to il by 
a viscid screlion and drawn into 
the hungry mouth. If in a healthy 
condition tho chameleon thoioughly 
enjoys a tepid spray bath, adminis- 
tered by the aid of a garden .syringe. 
The water used shtuild never be 
quite cold, but with just, the chill off. 
It also likes to lick the water off the 
leaves of the bush »>r shrirti on which 
it has taken up it,sal»odo. Although 
not exactly of an affectionate dis- 
position, it soon learns to recognize 
its master or mistress, and on seeing 
tlie will climb along the bough in ex- 
pectation of a fetist of meal-worms. 
Altogether, the chameleon makes a 
most charming and interesting pet, 
requiring but little attention beyond 
a daily supply of live meal-worms, 
and a cage kept at a regular and 
even temperature.

Here was a man who knew rail- 
way from intimate connection with 
them. His advice was the advice 
of .1 man who knew. Every rail- 
road man of experience will say the 
i*ame as be. In ivngland the tracks 
.ire private property, and nobody is 
allowed to walk upon them, so 
accidents are rare. Here hardly a 
day passes that we do not read of 
men killed while making a thorough- 
fare of the railroad right of way. 
And usually it is noted that they 
were on tlje "safe" side of the 
track, became confused by the ap- 
proach of two trains and stepped in 
frcmt of one or the other. 

Occaasionaly something is to be 
gained in distance by taking to the 
railroad instead of the public high- 
way. The man who feels that he 
must do this will be wise always to 
walk beside the track and never on 
may not be quite as good 
walking, but he is not so likely to 
suffer regrets in a hospital, and per- 
haps have his family and relatives 
moam for his rash act — for it is no- 
thing less than a crime for the deaf 
to walk on a railroad track.

Stewart, superintendent of the Ne- 
braska School for the Deaf.

Our grand our friend, Mr. David 
J. Stevenson, passed away peace- 
fully on Monday morning, August 
l«t, 1910, of general debility. Less 
than a' week l)efore (July 28tb,) he 
celebiated his 85tli birthday quietly 
at home, surrounded by most of his 
children.

Years ago the 'leaf members of 
the Stevenson family were among 
the most prominent and active in 
the deaf circle here. Their num- 
ber made the family addiiioiially 
conspicuous. Be it also said to the 
cieilit of the f.imily that' it has al- 
ways borne an excellent reputation. 
When thinking of this family, how- 
ever, one member seems to have 
easily held the lead in popularity 
amoim the deaf and in retaining 
their love and respect, and this one 
was the grand old man wliostt death 
we are recording — David James 
Stevenson. Though he is no long- 
er of us, he will always be remein- 
bereti as n faithful friend. 

Mr. Stevenson's funeral took 
place on Thursday afternoon, at 
two o'clock, from his late home al 
Primos, Delware County, Pa. He 
was beautifully laid out, his long 
white .beard making him look like 
a real patriaich. The floral oflfer- 
ings were numerous and beautiful, 
including a lartre «;ioss from the 
deaf of Philadelphia.

It Ih propuaed to create a memorial 
to the Ittte Rev. Ttiomas Gallaudet, 
U.D., by the erection of a Parish 
liliilitiuK for St. Ann'H Chureh for 
DoafMutoN. The present Church 
is Hituated 011 148th Street, just west 
of Amatordam Avenue, and Ih built 
Home twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the "Street to permit the erec- 
tion of Huph a building as aboYC 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the uhurch edifice and bo a center 
of religiouH and Booial life anioDgut 
the Nilent peoples. Dr. Uallandut 
hoped during hia lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with whicli hiH uau-e ban always 
been aHHooiated. ThiH wah not per- 
inittHt, and it is Huggeated as a 
inont fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of groun<l about forty-five feet 
along the nireet front and tweuty- 
Uve feet in depth. It will be three 
HtorieH in height, with a basement, 
and will be used for the social, re- 
ligiouH and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for " The Gallua- 
dut Memorial Parish Uuilding" will 
be al>out 99U,OOU, and the building 
itNolf, in ilH poHition and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
6ilent peoples. They themselves 
heaitily endorse the memorial.
